ing thzir hearts, cauſing them to wal in all good conſcience 
towards God and man; all which by chem is trampled under 
foor, and another kind of union, and indwelling , driving ar 
in their diſcourſes, which alchough covertly expreſſed, until 
| by craftand ſubtilty, they have prepared the h:arts of fimple 
and unftable ſouls, to receive whatſoever they (hall ſuggeſt unto 
them , yetthen is openly diſcovered , being indeed the root 
of all bitternefſe and deſperate prophanenefſe and blaſphe- 
my, that can be imagined in the world ; for from thence they

Secondly, they afhrm that this ſoul being cloathed with their 
humane bodies, or fleſh, is Chriſt, or God in fleſh ; hcreupon 
they imagine that Jeſus Chriſt ſpoken of in the Goſpel, as 
being born of the Virgin Mary , accuſed by the Fews, delive- 
red by Plate to be crucifted, dying at Jeruſalem upon the 
Crofle , riſing the third day, and aſcending into Heaven, is 
only to be underſtood Parabolically or Figuratively, ſpeaking 
of one thing and intending another, pointing at and prefigu- 
ring a work only within us , conceiving the Virgin Mary, the 
lewes, Pilate, Teruſalem, the Croſſe, Chrifteifing and aſcen- 
ding, ſpoken of in the Scriptures, to: be all within them, and 
no ſuch thing ſubſtantially or in truth without. \ 

As they conclude all things ſpoken of Chriſt, to be but in a 
Typical or Figurative manner, intending and typifying out this 
God within, or God incarnate in their fleſh, ſtil meaning their 
reaſonable ſouls, conceiving this to be the ſubſtance of all thoſe 
ſhadows; ſo alſo upon this ground, they are forced to conclude 
the whol: New Teftamenc, with all th: Dofrines, Laws, Rules, 
and Adminiſtrations of the ſame, ro be but a ſhadow or figure, 
holding forth a ſubſtance within, As for inſtance, Moſes and 
Aaron being but figures of the A Saviour, and Prieft 
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fleſhy an\ carnal ad niniftrations to be abuliſh:d when the ſirb. 
ſtinc: was come, th:y being only ſhadows of good things to 
come 3 inlike mann-r do they underſtand Chriſt in his P-rſon, 
to be but a ſhadow of Chritt within , and all his heavenly and 
ſpiritual Goſp-l to be bur a letter and carnal Hiftorv, pit to 
an cnd and aboliſh:d, wh:n they once come to apprehend that 
the ſubſtance of all is within, they coming alſo to believe that 
the ſoul is God, do thence infer that they arc perte&t,. and that 
they are in an'happy eſtate as can be; for this they urge, 1 Cor. 
I5. 24. tothe 28 terſe; to ſhew when the Kingdome is delive- 
red up to the Father, and ehen Chriſt ceaſerh his Mediatorſhip, 
and conſequently all his N:w T-ftament ceaſeth: Now they 
conclude, that all this is accompliſhed, when they come to di- 


' ſcern there is but one Spirir, and their ſoul, that Spirit which 


is God , and then th:y are in the - 20g of all things. 
And ſecing thatthe Scripture declares, that b:fore our full 
poſi-flion of God and glory , there muſt be a temporal death, 


_ and reſurretion of the beady; and etcrnal judgment, they up-

But when | bad read ſome of the 
Quakers papers, I found them building upon the ſame founda- 
tion, and making uſe of the ſame principles and materials. And 
I could not but obſerve the artifice and skill 'of Satan, like a

(or compared to him!) are as nothing ; and that they are counted 
ro him eſſe then nothing and vanity: And whereas he ſays, Iſs 
42.8. that he will not give his glory to any other , much lefle his 
Effence (which rus to be impoflible, may be evinced by mia- 
ny arguments : ) And to thoſe that know (or rather being nod 
able to know fully ) do admire and adore that incomprehenfi- 
ble Majeſty,ic is not needful : Now theſe bold wretches, worms 
of Earth, Nay, in this D-vils, and fiends of Hecll, ( for this 

was Satans fin , to be like God) they athirm, themſelves are

that they are equall with God, and one with him in nature. And

For as Moſes and Aaron, andall their ſacrifices, were but types 
of that Chrift, and ceas'd (Prieſts, and Miniſters, and'Services , 
and all their Ceremonial Ordinances.) when that Chriſt appea- 
red, and died at Jeruſalem : Sothat Chrift, and all his Inftituti- 
ons, are types of this ſpiritual Chriſt ; and when this Chriſt 
_ appears, that Teruſalem Chriſt, and all his Minifters, and Admi- 
hw ceaſe, and are no longer uſcful to theſe Chrijts and 
Gods incarnate. |

Firſt, 5: 5s profeſſed generally in this Nation, that be- 
lieving in the Scriptures is the rule of knowing God : this have 
you preached for Doctrine among the people, and yet the way 
of God is hidden from-therr eys , who are found ating in the 
abominations of the Heathen, as doth plainly appear by the fins 
of this people; nay, what fin is there, that is not committed a-

25 not aiſtintt from them that ave begutten by him : Foras the Fa- 
ther and the SON are one without arſtinition, ſo are they that 
are begotten by him ; and here you pexverters of the truth are 
ſhut forth from Goa, with all your diltinQions and imaginations, 
which ariſech out of the dark mind, by which ye have all this 
while deceived the people. Wee unts you, ye enemies of God, your 
foundation, your compaſs, and your end is made manifeſt unto 
the children of light, who would divide God from his ehildren,

But however it ſeems they had a pare convincement, that he 
witneſſes. So. that their lighe (their Dofrine) was good, 
however they abuſed it, They had a convincement under the 
Law (as they ſay) and ſtarted mp to be as Gods (by that pure 
convincement it ſeems that God and they were one, and not 
diſtint; bwt (asthey till ſay there) rchey never came through 
the Prophets, nor Moſes houſe, nor (hriſt. Mark their language, 
They never came through the Prophets, nor Chriſt. Here the ; 
Prophets, Ae/es, and Chriſt are all propoſed, not to be reſted in, , 
but to be gone thorow; . They muſt go thorow Chriſt as they go 
thorow the Prophers and oſes. Chritt as well as Moſes,muſt 
ceaſe and be gone thorow ; not refed in. And the Ranters it 
ſeems abuſed: their. good Principles (their pure convincement ) 
whereby they ftarted up as gods : but faſling into prophane- 
neſs did not rightly improve their Godſs;p. And ſo came ſhore ;

ſay choſe precious and godly ſervants of Chriſt would make ap- drawn, 
pear through their heatheniſh Philsſophy. ER 
Nay, beloved Reader, do they not make Chrift altogether 
uſeleſs to the Saints, whenas they ſay, the Eleft were never ae- 
filed ? as they do in their anſwer to the 4. Querie, put by Reeve, 
and anſwered by Borro and Howg:ill. And in the anſwer to the 
5. they ſay again, the Elett ave not nor ever were defiled, And 
ſurely if ſo, no nced of a Chriſt, a Saviour; and if the Elet 
have no Saviour, none elſe ſhall and fo no need of Chriſt at all : 
then he came in vain, and dyea in Tan, unleſs it be only to be a 
ficure, an example, (which is the curſed doQtrine of the Soct- 
”1ans, and which (as inthe brief Relation of the irreligion of the 
Northern Quakers, p.5. errot 13.) ſtands charged, and not an- 
{wered in the Lancaſhire-Charge again/t them. And well may 
this be their opinion, if every man have a light within him ſuffi- 
cient to lead him to ſalvation, then ſure there is no abſolute ne- 
ceflity of a Saviour. 
Thus doe they offer violence to Jeſus Chriſt our Saviour, 
making him a meer ſhadow, a type,a temporary manifeſtation, 
to be Tone through ,not tobe reſted in 53 and making void the chief 
end of his coming in the flefh, and nulling his death and ſuffer- 
ings.

land ever fence the Reformation from Popery, is molt manifeſf, 
not only by what I have here declared, but allo by ſhuMing, 
avoiding, and not anſwering thoſe plain queſtions in thele 
things, by ſeveral who well know their opinions, propoſed unto 
them : And by quarrelling with, and ſrarling at thoſe ſolid 
Principles of Chriſtian religion ſet forth by theſe godly learned 
and able Divines, Dr.Gooawin, Mr. Nye, and Mr. Siarach Simp- _ 
ſen. Yea, and which doth moſt manifeſtly diſcover them to be. 
wicked and ungodly liars and impoſtors, by their mangling of 
their words, and rendring them fallly ; as thou maiſt, Rexaey, 
perceive by comparing them, when I ſhall preſently give them 
unto thee, And notonly ſo, but leaving out whole Articles of 
moſt eminent concernment , and not ſo much as mentioning 
them, becauſe they durit not anſwer chem for fear of being |

peared among /f men? He anſwers, 1t is the ſame that did deſcend, 
the ſame aidaſcend; not acknowledging ary orher beay , than 
what aid deſcend. And in the eighty page, being asked, wich 
what bodies the Saints ſhall ariſe, and dwell, and live in for ever ? 
And whether every particular Saint ſhall have a particular bed) > 
He anſwers, T he Saints ſhall ariſe in that body which Chriſt d:th 
live in; for (faith he le is the Savicur of the body, he 15 the head 
of the body, and the reſurrcfticn, and the life of the body, and his 
boay ts but one. 

So that here thou ſeeſt that Chriſt ard the Saints have no di- 
tint bodies of their own, and but one common body, all blerd- 
ed together. 

And as they thus offer violerce to Jeſus Chriſt in his nature 

and perſon, ſo do they alſo to him, in his death, bloudſhed, and 
| merits. This1n part appears by what hath been ſhewed alrea- 
EX dy,in their /coffing at our hopes of being ſaved by that Jeſus Chriſt 
that aied at Jeruſalem, and in ſaying that they are redeemed by 
the blood of Chrift, bxt nt at Feru/alem onely ; but (lay they) 
made manifeſt in us.

As they deny 
an outward Chriit, or a Chriit without ( as they call him ) fo 
do they deny all outward ordinances. So Fox and Nazlor.in 
their book, | A word from the Lord | we deny them whoſe law 
15 without, their law without ther Church withont, their baptiſm 
jr ajers and ſinging without, their Chriſt without, their righteon- 
neſs without,c. It they tad denied that which 1s oxy withour, 
they had ſatd ſomthing ; but thou ſeeft it is otherwiſe, here*s 
all outward orainances, worſhip, and Chriſt, and righteouſneſs 
 n#thomt,ftruck off at one blow. 

And thoſe Quakers before mentioned in their Anſwer to the 
ſeven Prieſts ſay, that who are of the Lord are freed from the 
ordinances of men ( lo they call Goſpel-ordinances) and ont- 

| ward means; and for it moiſt wratchedly abuſe theſe words, 
1 For where the Spzrit of the Lord zs, there is liberty. And Traths 
; Defence ſays, p.68. That when the life of ef us 15 made manifeſt, 
the ſubſtance of all figures 15 come, there 11 no more obſerving them. 
And two lines after chey fay, Who are here in their ſtate denies 
all the carnal outward ob/ervances and traditions. And in the 
32 page of that book they fay, ( ſpeaking of the Miniftry ) 
that they bewitch men, in telling them of carnal meanes ; and 
call Ordinances a grave» image and an [aol : and as for Baptiſm 
in particular, they ſay, Chrij# did not ſend forth bis Dyſciples to 
ſprinkle @ little dirty water upon chularens faces, as yonv filthy 
dreamers do : and they ſay (rift did not mention any water to 
his Di{ciples when he ſent them forth. So that here is no baptiſm 
with water at all, neither for one nor other; and thereupon 
call it a beaſt ical tradition, which Was never commanded. Truths 
Defence, p. 98. And in the next page, being demanded wherher 
Chriſt did mot inſtitute his laſt [npper with hread and wine ? For

Reader. I have done with clus ; and I ſuppoſe in theſe few 
fines it appears that they offer violence alſo to all the Ordi- 
nances of the Goſpel.

Never men ſpake higher bla- 
iphemies wich more (or ſo much) confidence and impudence 
againſt God, and Chrilt, and Goſpel, chen theſe wretches do, 
except thoſe that are proteſt enemies to Chritt and Chriſtianity, 
And therefore fo much the more abominable, in that «der rhe 
name and vizor and diſguiſe of (hriſtian religion, they diſſolve 
and deſtroy all. \Vhich 1s that which makes it a myfterie of ini- 
quity, and 1s indeed the very name and title of that great De- 
ceiver,T he Antichriſt, Rev.87.5. Upon her forehead was writen 
a name, /Ayſterze, Babylon the great, The mcther of harlots and 
abomination of the earth. And though he hath horns like the lamb, 
yet he ſpeaks as a dragon, Rev.13,11. And he doth great won- 
ders, ſo that he maketh fire come down from heaven on the 
_ earth inthe ſight of men, and aeceives them that dwell on the 
earth, by the means of theſe miracles, v.13,14. _ 
Bur, Reader, there 15 one mark of the Beaſt upon theſe 
wretches, which I muſt needs gun thee of before I leave them, 
7 which 
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which I find in the firſt of Tim.4. beginning , which becauſe it 
{o fully ſets them forth, 1'le give thee in the words, Now the Spi- 


rit ſpeaks expreſly(and therfore you may expeRit):hat 1» the lat- 
ter times ſome ſhall depart from the Faith, giving heed to ſeducing 


Spirits, and dotrins of Devils ſpeaking lyes in hypocriſie, having 
their Conſciences ſeared with a hot iron, forbiding to marry, and to 
abſtain from meats, &C. 

They ſpeak lies in hypocriſie, and whats this 2 But to diſſem- 
ble, and co deceive, to jugle and play the cheater , ſpeaking one 
thing, and meaning another , to ſpeak plain words, that cher 
men uſe; But with a reſerved ſenſe to themſelves of their own 
cOyning : So that no man knows how (in an ordinary way) to 
underſtand them , they pretend to ſpeak and approve of the 
cruth , but they lie and play che deceivers , ner wfmg words in 


that ſenſe they are uſually taken, and commonly unacrſtood. Andif 


ever men were guilcy of this kinde of hypocrilie , theſe 2ua- 
kers are. It would be endleſs to trace them all along. Vie1in- 
ſtance in one ortwo, by which chou maiſt judge of them in o= 
ther things they ſpeak. - 

Its uſual with them to ſay they own the Scriptures, yea we 


confirm, we eſtabliſh the Scriptures, &c. Yea that they do, ' 


And they witneſs the Scripture. Now an honeſt man (thac 
means plainly) would think, that they held forth nothing but 
whatisin, and agreeable to the Scriptures : and that they did 


believe the Scriptures (which we call our Bible) to be_the writ= 


ten Word of God. And the rule of a Chriftian to walk by 
inthings to be believed and praQtiſed : And that whoſo walks 
accordingly ſhall be ſaved. And that whoſo doth not, cannot 


' be ſaved. Thus I dare ſay honetft plain hearted men, would 


think by thoſe words, to be their meaning. Bur theſe wrecches 
ſpeak lies in hypocrilie : they mean otherwiſe , they ſay in ex- 
preſs words elſewhere, The Scriptmres are not the Saints rule of 
knowing God and living unto him, Anſwer to the firit Principle, 
in thar ſword drawn, here before Printed, I will not quarrel 
them as I might, for mangling the Principle, and ſo altering the

The Quakers there anſwer and ſay, Here you are againſt 
>the $ pirit of life : For (lay they) they that did believe, were 
of one heart ; and they that do believe, are born of God; and 
amongſt ſuch there was no oppreſſor, no tarkmaſter ; and its 
ſaid all things were common , and no man ſaid, this 1s my own - 
And corclude thus, Tos who are not come to Chriſts Do@rine, 
who us not come to give Jour coat , yet who hath two, you we 
So that though they come net for money before-hand , 
they can take it afterwards ; and. though (with the Fryars ) 
they may not touch money , they have a poak in their ſleeve, 
into which if you put it, ſome cantake it out, and know 
what to doe with it. So that this may be one end of their

The Kingdem of God 5s - 
fa within you , as that it us not without you in Forms andOrdi- - 
 wances : with which interpretation he ſaid Lieutenant Col. 
Ee Paul Hobſon 'a Teacher among the Anabapriſts} was mightily 
taken; How many flies may the blind man ſwallow. :

Another defign of this deceiver, was to bring the anthority 
of our Trevſlation of the Scripture into queſtioo.

I ſhall therefore give the Reader in two ftories 


from the North, which may give ſome farisfaction in this par- 
ticular. Both ftories I. have taken ont of the Afirromr for 
Saints and Sinners, written by that induftrious ſervant of Chriſt 
—_ Shmuel C lark. Paſtor of Benet-Fixckh London, the ſecond 
Edition. 

The ſecond ltory'i is by him contracted, and I was the more 
willing to to take it ſo : to fave labour. T had the ſtory it ſelf 
at largein print: but having lent ieforth could never recover 
it. 

The firſt is this. 
A Nmno Chriſts 1653, about'the month of OFober, . came 
fome Quakers out of the North into #/ales,about Frex- 
ham, endeavouring to win ſome profeſſors to their party, Thew 


zonts in the bufinels : and not able to withſtand them : And 
ing for confirmation of ſuch dixbohrcal doBrines: muſt needs. 
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dinances, They held Univerſal redemption, Free-will , and 
falling from grace : They publiſhed thatall men have the pure 
ſeed of Godin them, boatting that themſelves were perfe&, 
and without fin ; that they knew at the firſt ſight, 1incere 
Chriſtians from hypocrices. At meetings after long filence, 
ſometimes one, ſometimes more, fell into a great and dread- 
full ſhaking and trembling in their whole bodies, and all cheic 
joynts, with ſuch riſings agd ſwellings in their bellies and bow- 
els, ſending forth ſuch ſhreekinge, yellings, howlings and roar- 
ings, as not only affrighted the ſpeRaters, but cauſed the dogs 
' cobark, the ſwine tocry , andthe cactel co run about, tothe 
altoniſhment of all that heard them. By theſe artifices, one 
William Spencer was drawnto leave the Church , and to fol- 
low them ; whereupon at ſeveral times he fell into che ſame 
uaking fits ; and lying with one of them three ſeveral nights, 
thelaſt night being much troubled, and not ableto fleep, upon 
a ſudden he heard ſomeching buzzing, and humming abour the 
Quakers head like an humble-bee, which did fore affrighe him, 
whereupon he ſought to riſe; but the Quaker pe:ſwaded him to 
lie ſtill, and immediately there aroſe « great wind & term which 
ſbook the houſe wherein they lay ; which adding much to his 
former fear, he again attempted co ariſe ; bue the Qziaker Rtill 
preſſed him to lie ſtill, perſwading him to expe the Power to 
come (which they often promiſe to their Proſelytes )and there- 
upon he again heard the former humming noiſe , which more 
and more terrified him . ſo that he firove vehemently to riſe ; 
bur the Quaker laid his head upon Spencers ſhoulder, and did 
blow hard like the hizzing of a Gooſe ſeveral times towards 
his face, or mouth , which made him leap out of his bed in a 
great aſtoniſhment ,; crying for a light , and guide to conduct 
him to a neighbours houſe : and upon this occaſion left chem 
all cogether ; ceftifying the cruch hereof co the Quaker s face, 
before many witneſles, the Quaker not denying it, atteſted un- 
der ſeveral hands. |

duced and poſſeſſed, and is ſet forth by himſelf by way of re- 
cantation and admonition. | 


N May lait, 1653. in Kendal in Weſtmerland there was one 
oha Gilpin, who was very deſirous to aſſociate himſelf with 
che Quakers at their meering; and ſpeaking with one of 
them abour it, he much encouraged him to hold on his purpoſe, 
and accordingly he went to them, when one (. Atkinr/on was 
ſpeaker, whoſe drift was to deny all Miniſterial Teaching and 
Ordinances, together with all Notional knowledge gained by 
the uſe of ſuch means, and to become as if they had never learn- 
ed any ſuch thing ; a»d now to be taught of God within theme 
ſelves, by waiting upon an inward light, which ( as he ſaid ) 
lies low hidden under the earth, viz. Ihe old man which is of 
the earch, earthly. 
G«lpin was immediately ſo taken with this new doFrine, that 
he reſolved to cloſe with them, was afraid to read any good 
books, or hear any preaching Miniſter, or to call to remem- 
brarce any thing which he had formerly learned concerning 
God, Chriſt, his own eftate, or any other ſubje& contained in 
the Scriptures ; for they told him that all fuch knowledge was 
but Notional, carnal, and hanging upon the tree of knowledge, 
adding, Curſed is every one that hangeth on this tree. | 
One of them told him, that Chriſt was as man, had bis fai 


ings, diſtruſted God, &c. 


At his next meeting , the Speaker urged him to take up the | 


Croſs daily, ſaying, Carry the Croſs all day, and it will keep thee 
at night, He urged him to hearken to a voice within him, ſpake 
much of a light within chem, which G:/piz not yet finding , 
was much troubled, deſiring that he might fall into quakzxg, 
thinking that thereby he ſhould attain to the immediate diſco= 
veries of God to him. And accordingly ſhortly after as he was 


— walking in his chamber, he began to quake ſo extremely chat 


he could not ſtand, but fell upon his bed, where he howled and 
cryed in a terrible and hideous manner (as others of them tifed 
to do,) yet was he not afraid, 'but looked upon it as the pangs 
of the new birth. After halfan hour by degrees he ceaſed from 
boulzng , and rejoiced that wow he con!d witneſs againſt the Mi- 

M mſters 
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wiſters of England as falle Pcophets and Prieſts of Baal. All the 
right after he was much troubled with dreams about his ſins 3 
and when he awaked, he thought thereon ; he perceived /omc- 
thing lighting on his neck, and giving him a great ſtroke, which 
cauled much pain; and to a ſecond, third, and fourth, each les 
then other, deſcending till it came to the middle of his back, 
and then he diſcerned ſomething to enter into his body, which 
Satan ſuggeſted to be the Spiric of God like a Dove, and he 
thought he heard a voice within im laying, Jr zs day ; adding 
ewice, As ſure as it's kghr, fo ſure ſhall Chriſt give thee 
I:'ghr. | 
FTwo or three days after he waited tor more light, and walk- 
ing in his garden, he lay down with his face to the earth, ac 
which time his right hand began extremely to ſhake, and he was 
in a great rapture of joy, app: enending it to be a figure of 
his ſpiricual marriage and unioa with Chriſt : Then did the , 
power within raiſe him, and ſet him oa his feer, and afterwards ' 
Kid him on his back, brought his ſins'into his remembrance, | 
cauſing his hand at every ſin to ſtrike the ground ; and he heard 
a voice ſaying, Now is ſuch a fin mortified: then was he per- —_ 
fwaded that all his fins were mortified ar cxce. Then roſe he up, 
and it was ſaid to him, Ask what thou wilt of the Father in n.y | 
name, and he will give it thee. Thea ſaid G:/pin, What ſhall 1 | 
ak ?

to dance. Whereupon he queſtioned what power led him to 
ſuch actions ? and the voice preſently anſwered him, Thss is 
| »et becauſe I love Muſick, for T hate it ; but to ſignitie cothee 
| what joy there is in heaven at thy converſion, as alſo what 
ſpiritual melody thou ſhalt have hereafter. 

Then was he led out of the houſe, and carried through the 
Town, being forced, as he went, to proclaim, 1 am the way, 
the truth, and the [sfe: Then went he to his own houſe, and 
there by the Devil was thrown down, and forced to make cir- 
cles with his hands; the voice telling him, that he was wow 
putting off the old man. His hand alſo was forced to take up 4 
ftone which lay on the floor, which he thoughr to be like a 
mans heart ; and the Voice told him, that Chrift had taken 
that ſtone out of his hearr, and given him an heart of fleſh. 
Then holding it forth to the ſpeRators, he was forced to ſay, 
Except you ſee fiens and wonders, you Will not believe. And 
throwing the ftone amongſt them, he faid, Lo here is my heart 
of ſtone. 
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Then was he caft upon his back on the ground, and the voice 
ſaid, Thou ſhait have two Angels te keep thee, and immedi- 
ately two Swalows came dewn the Chimney, and fatons 
Shelf near him ; whereupon he cryed, Ay Angels,my Angels, 
and withal he held out his band to them, expecting they 
ſhould have cometo him, but they flew up the Chimney agun, 
though the Doors and Windows were open. I hen was he 
carried wpon b:4 hands and hnees ont of the deors into the freer , 
and when his wife would have ſtopped him, be ſaid, he moſt 
not be ſtopped, he muſt forſake wife, chiidren, and all to fo's 
low Chriſt. 

Thus weat he upthe Screet, thinking that he bore a Croſs 
npon h's neck, till ſome pulled hin out of the mire and dirt, and 
by force carried him inco'his houſe ; whereupon, pointing at 
one of them, he ſaid, Chrift points at thee, Thou art a wicked 
wewan , and haſt hindred the work of the Lord. Thenthe 
voice asked him,W here is thy Crofs ? apon which be thought 
he ſaw a viſible Croſs hanging in a thred, which wich his hand 
he put behinde his neck. Thus he continued till the Evening, 
when many of the Quakers coming to him, ſaid, Be /owly 
minded, and hearken to the voice within thee ; and ſo they lett 
_ his ſtrength being almoſt quite ſpent with his reſtleſs.

His wife and family going to bed, he remained alone, when 
he began to queſtion whether theſe ſtrange aRions were divine 
or diabolical : whereupon he trembled,and his hand was forced 
to take up a knife which lay by, and to point it to his throat ; 
and the voice ſaid to him, Opes « hole there,and 7 will give thee 
_ Eternal life, But he threw away the knife, and his wife com- 
ing to him, at her perſwaſien, he went to bed, and all the 
night afcer heaſſured himſelf, That he was poſl. (ſed of the 
Devil; and inthe Morning be roared and cried out : Now 
the Devil is gone out of me; at which inſtant, he and bis fa- 
mily heard it chunder, though no others heard it. 

Shortly after the Devil came to him again, andtold him, 
That it was Satan that had poſſeſſed and ſeduced him hitber- 
to, but now Chriſt was come, and had caſt out Satah ; and told 
- limalſo, That what he had done the day before, was in obe- 
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dience unto Satan ; and that as he had ſerved Satan the day 
before in his cloaths, ſo now this day, he muſt undo all that 
ke had done 5s hs ſvirt, in obedience to Chriſt; whereupon he 
roſe out of his bed, went into the Street in his ſhirt, bur ſome 
ſtopped him; wherenpon the Devil within, vold him, That 
he muſt be carried into the kouſe by four women, or elle, 
That he ſhould for ever ſtand there like a Pillar of Salt, as 
Lots wife did. Then four women carried him into hu bed ; 
whereupon he told them, That the day before he had becn 
doing the Devils work, but now he muſt do Chriſts work,

Then he fell toaQting in kis ſhirt upon the bed, ashe had 


done the d ay before upon the floor, Playing ropfie-rmrvey from 


one bed ro another, the Devil biding him noc co fear ; for, ſaith. 
he, I will give thee firength. Then it cold him, That the day 
before the Devil bad him bare his Crofs, but now Chriſt bad 
him lay it aſide, for Chriſt rakes no pleaſwre in Croſſes ; nor 
will be worſhipped, as yeſterday he had done. Ir ſaid fur- 
ther , Yeſterday the Devil made thee lic all day long on the 
ground, but now I have provided a bed for thee; for my 
yoak is ealte, He promiſed alſo to give him Bread of Life te 
eat, and Water of Life to drink; and that out of his Belly 
ſhould flow Rivers of Living waters.

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* "> neſs; andleaſt not receiving the love of the cruth, that they 


might be ſaved , God gave them over to ſtrong deluſions to 
believe a lie.

Ard now if ſuch as theſe be given up of God to deluſions 
to believe lies, Is it a wonder ? 1 conclude this, Aſu/titnde of 
followers is no Argument of truth.
